Atomic Secrets 
Sought in 1942 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Retired 
Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves revealed 
yesterday that a nationwide Red 
spy network, directed from the 
Russian embassy here, was try- 
ing to ferret out the secret of 
the atom bomb as far back as 
1942. 


The wartime head of the Amer- 
ican A-bomb project made the 
disclosure during a two-hour ap- 
pearance before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 
But he said he is convinced the 
Russians got nothing that would 
have helped their atomic research. 


Groves also cleared former 
Vice-President Henry A. Wallace 
and the late Harry L. , Hopkins, 
President Roosevelt’s closest inti- 
mate, of charges that they inter- 
ceded with him to help the Rus- 
sians get atomic materials and 
secret documents. 


He said the Russian spy system 
apparently went to work on the 
A-bomb when thi® country’s top 
scientists’ still were uncertain 
whether they would be successful 
in unlocking the secret of nuclear 
fission.

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Art in Review 





NEW YORK (UP) — Hans Hof- 
mann started a century ago as an 
impressionist painter. By that time 
impressionism already had been 
by-passed by post-impressionism. 
But a young artist must start be- 
hind his own time. He must sink 
his roots in proved ground. Other- 
wise he risks losing his contact 
with earth when he starts soar- 
ing. 

And soaring he went, young Hof- 
mann, as soon as the news came 
from Paris to his native Germany 
that the old tradition of painting 
the appearance of things had been 
broken and new men were reach- 
ing out toward the inner essence 
of reality. 

Perspective, the eye’s guide in 
the outer world, has been ahan- 
doned, Adjoining planes, free 
bouncing lines, emancipated, glow- 
ing colors swarmed into the pic- 
tures—obeying nothing but the 
laws of their own rhythm and 
balance.
